Assistance held its weekly meeting in the 
Boardroom. Their presence was occasioned 
by a notice to the Boned that a deputation 
from the Unemployed Workers’ Movement 
would. wait on the Board that day to learn 
to what purpose a £50,000 surplus at the 
end of the year 1934-5 had been put. The 
deputation also wished to. discuss. certain 
cases. | 
Mr. P. S. Doyle, T.D., Chairman, made a 
statement on the questions to be raised by 
the deputation. It was decided to deal with 


all cases of application for relief indjvi- 
dually, and the Board declined to receive ithe 
deputation. | 


I 

The Chairman, in the course of his state- 
ment, said that the Board had received a 
letter from the Unempleyed Workers’ Móve- 
ment in which references was made to state- 
ments appearing recently in the public press 
concerning the estimate of 1954-5. The 
letter accused the Board of evading! its 
obligations to supplement allowances given 
under the Unemployment Assistance Act, 
and of saving money “ at’ the expense of |the 
poor workers of this city.” 


BOARD'S STATEMENT |. 


The Board had replied denying the accpsa- 
and stating that no useful purpose 
could be served by receiving the deputation, 
and that the money referred to was no longer 
available for such purposes. 

It was, however, desirable, in view, of 
published statements in the organ of |the 
Communist Party in Ireland, to make a state- 
ment as follows :— 

“The Board is relieved of its obligations 
to provide home assistance for all able-bodied 
persons by the Unemployment Assistance 
Act, 1933, which has operated during | the 
year ended 31st March last. Relief for such 
persons is now given by the Government jand 
administered by the Department of Industry 
and Commerce: but, while this is as stated, 
the Board still grants assistance to able- 
bodied persons whose claims to unemploy- | 
ment assistance have not been allowed, to 
those whose appeals await the Department’s 
decision, to others whose allowances have 
been discontinued, and, in addition, supple- 
ments the assistance given to some for whom 


to be inadequate. 

““ Any destitute person may apply to) the 
Board or its officers for assistance, and every 
applicant is assured of a careful and pains- 
taking consideration. 


“STRONGLY RESENTED” 


‘The Board has not failed io meet its 


obligations to the destitute poor during the! 


year in question, at the-ead of which there 
was a sutplus as stated, on account of the 
operation of the Unemployment Assistance 
Act, and strongly resents the statements 
published. 

‘‘Every application for relief made to the 
Board or its officers during this year has 
been fairly dealt with, and the Board has no 
hesitation in stating that its administration 
of home assistance will stand any reasonable 
test, and that no person applying for help 
and entitled to it has been refused relief. 
The members, therefore, feel sure that the 
public will not be deceived by the statements 
made in the organ of the Communist Party, 
obviously for the purpose of increasing dis- 
content amongst those who, through no fault 
of their own, are unable to obtain employ- 


ment.”’ 
COST OF RELIEF 

After the Board had dealt with the matter, 
the relief supervisor (Mr. John Healy) inter- 
viewed members of the deputation, and in- 
formed the Board that they wanted some 
reply about the £50,000 surplus. Four cases 
of special hardship had been mentioned, but 
in each instance the case proved to be under 
the consideration of the Labour Exchange, 
and the applicants were being provisionally 
relieved by the Board. 

It was reported that during the week 6,547 
cases were relieved at a cost of £2,997 6s. 6d., 
a decrease of eleven cases as compared with 
the previous week, and a decrease of 1,825 
cases and £1,484 as compared with the corre- 
sponding week last year. 

Meat vouchers for 17,188lb. were issued 
during the week.

Mr. FitzGibbon, K.C. (instructed by 
Messrs. Haves and Son), appeared for. the 
(jrand Canal Company; Mr. E. Woed (in- 
structed by Mr. Ó, B. W. Boyle) for the 
Workers’ Union of Ireland, 

Judge Shannon said that the members of 
the Court had inspected barges. etores, etc., 
and had gleaned information which might 
shorten the sitting of the Court. | 

James Kinsella (master of barge 35 M), 
examined by Mr. Wood, said that he had 
been employed on that work for thirteen 
years, principally on the River Barrow. The 
‘‘ shoal water ” on that river made navigation 
dificult during summer months. 

There was a system of winches to bas 
boats over the ‘‘shoals’’ or against the heavy 
flood tides. The winches required three or 
four men to operate them. Between Graigue- 
namanagh and Goresbridge, on the Barrow, 
there were eighteen winches. It had often 
iaken a day and a half to complete the 31- 
mile stretch hetween St. Mullins and Carlow. 

Judge Shannon said that the Court was 
aware of the class of work the men were 
engaged upon. He asked Mr. Wood to 
suggest improvements, i 

Mr. Wood, in replv, said that he had in 
mind a system oí electrically-operated 
winches, as used in England. Information as 
to cost was not available at the moment. 


DAYLIGHT TO DARK 


Barge-master Kinsella, in reply to ques- 

tions, said that there were only two new- 
tvpe geared winches out of twelve on the 
stretch of river between Bagenalstown and 
Carlow. During heavy flood periods they 
might work from daylight until dark. In 
summer time they were either travelling or 
working from 6 a.m. until 9 or 10 p.m. It 
took on an average about half an hour to wind 
one winch. 
William Bolger, examined by Mr. Fitz- 
Gibbon, said that no matter how late they 
worked at a station they had to start again 
at 6 a.m. the next day. They had no regular 
working hours, and often were on duty for 
twenty-four hours a day. . He was paid £2 “ís. 
for a six-dey week, and that, he said, worked 
out at about 23d. an hour. In addition he 
received 7s. 10d. for working on Sunday. 

To Judge Shannon—If would rather have 
the Sunday off than 7s. 10d., and so would 
the other men. 


“NOT UNREASONABLE eg 


Judge Shannon, aiter the lunch adjourn- 
ment, said that the Court was unanimous in 
the opinion that improvements in the living 
conditions of the men could be made. 

Mr. Wood said that the union was not un- 

reasonable in its demands. He had stressed 
the matter of living conditions in order to 
show that the matter of hours off was of 
immense importance. 
Mr. J. Connolly, a union delegate, said 
that he had investigated the conditions of 
canal men since 1927. The men had made 
many complaints about their bedding, yg. 
that they had asked for new bedding an 
been told that there was none in stock. 

In some cases the bedding was not changed 
for two, three or even four months. In other 
cases the men’s complaints. regarding bedding 
were instantly remedied. He had come to 
the conclusion that some men were penalised 
or that there was no system. 

Asked for suggestions for improvements, 
Mr. Connolly said that there should be proper 
supervision. A check should be kept on the 
arrival and departure of boats and new 
bedding issued at correct intervals. 

Judge Shannon—That is, of course, the 
obvious solution. 

James Judge, a greaser, aged 15 years, 
said that. he had been employed on one of the 
boats for the past fifteen months. 

Asked by Mr. Wood to describe his day’s 
work on last Monday, Judge said that he 
got up at 6.45 a.m. on Monday, bought the 
men’s food during the day and prepared their 
meals. The boat left Dublin for Tullamore 
at 8p.m. He assisted at the locks. and went 
to bed at 4.15 a.m. on Tuesday. He had not 
been in bed between 6.45 a.m. on Monday 
and 4,15 a.m, on Tuesday. These hours were 
usual when Jeaving Dublin. 

To Judge Shannon—I have had twelve 
hours’ sleep since Mondav. | 

To Mr. FitzGibbon—The life on the boat 
suits me; I would rather have it than school. 
There was nothing to prevent me going to 
bed before 10.30 p.m. on Tuesday. 

The Court, adjourned until 11 


to-morrow.

N the Dublin Circuit Criminal Court this 
morning Judge Davitt will address. the 

i Be the case against John J. Farrell, 

an ex-Lord Mayor of Dublin; Vincent C. 
McDonnell and William J. Lyons. The 
hearing of evidence concluded yesterday, and 


counsel addressed the jury. 
The three accused men are charged 
with conspiracy to defraud and causing 


moneys to be paid by false pretences during 
1935 and 1934 in connection with the affairs 
of Associated Engineering Industries, Ltd., a 
company that had been promoted in Dublin. 
A plea of not guilty was entered by the 
accused men, 

The cross-examination of Lyons, one of 
the defendants, was resumed by Mr. J. A. 
McCarthy, K.C., who, with Mr. K. Haugh 
(instructed by the Chief State Solicitor), 
prosecuted for the State. 

The witness, in reply to counsel, said that 
at a meeting on February 8th, 1933, a letter 
was received from Mr. Prentice, the com- 
pany’s solicitor, and Mr. Farrell took it 
away after it had been read. 

In the course of the letter, which was read 
by counsel, Mr. Prentice had written to state 
that he understood that the directors had 
purported to allot shares to intending sub- 
scribers; but this, he said, should not have 
been done until the company had made satis- 
factory arrangements for the employment of 
those subscribers, and, in view of the manner 
in which the company had been managed 
since its incorporation, he did not feel at 
liberty to release any of the money in his 
hands. 


NOTHING DONE 


When asked what was done about the ad- 
vice in that letter, the witness replied that 
nothing was done except that a resolution 
was passed that Alderman Farrell would take 
charge of the document—‘‘ which I had never 
seen since,” the witness added. 

Mr. McCarthy pres out that at a sub- 
sequent meeting the Secretary (who was the 
witness) asked, according to the minutes, 
for a general authority to resume negotiations 
for shares, subject to employment, and was 
directed to continue negotiations. ‘‘ Having

debts and expenses, and in trust to pay the 
income, half to Gerard Shaw and half to

the ultimate remainder for the absolute use 
of the Jesuit Order in Ireland. . 

Amongst the questions that the plaintiff 
asked the High Court to determine were 
whether the eight legacies referred to were 
totally or Be void by reason of Section 
16 of the Charitable Donations and Bequests 
Act, 1844, which provides that no devise of 
lands in Ireland in a will for charitable pur- 
poses shall be valid if the testator dies 
within three months from the date of the 
making of the will; and whether the bequest 
in remainder to the Jesuit Order in Ireland 
was legal. 


PARTIALLY VOID 


The High Court decided .that the eight 
legacies were partially void, and that the 
bequest to the Jesuit Order was void for 
uncertainty.

tiffs in the exclusive use of the fishery, pend- 
ing the hearing of an action by the plaintiffs 
claiming a declaration that they were en- 
titled to the Several Fishery in the tidal 
part of the River Moy, and an injunction 
restraining Cooper and the other named de- 
fendants from trespassing by fishing in that 
part of the river. os 


TWO DEFENCES 


There were two defences put in to that 
action, one by the Attorney-General, in which 
he said that he would contend that there 
was at the time of the granting of the Letters 
Patent a public right of fishing in the River 
Moy, and a similar defence was put in by 
Cooper and the other special defendants. 

In the action the Court granted an inter- 
locutory injunction restraining the defendants 
other than the Attorney-General from tres- 
passing on the river, pending the trial of the 
action. That, said counsel, was well known 
in Ballina and, in addition, on the 12th April 
last the plaintiffs served a special notice on 
the men, who were not defendants, but whom 
it was sought to attach, warning them against 
trespassing on the river, and stating that the 
injunction had been granted. Notwithstand- 
ing this, every one of these seven men had 
trespassed and fished on the river after the 
notice had been served on them. 


TITLE OF FISHERY 


Mr. Jellett added that the idea appeared 
to be that the Attorney-General represented 
the public, and that these seven gentlemen 
who were members of the public—because 
there was no injunction granted against them 
—could raid and fish the river aseeften as 
they pleased pending the Court’s decision 
regarding the title of the fishery. If this 
were so, by the time the Court came to 
make an order the subject of the order. would 
be seriously injured; if not entirely destroyed. 

An affidavit: put in on behalf of the men 
sought to be attached was read by Mr. Jellett, 
setting out that they were all licensed for the 
taking of salmon in the River Moy, and 
adding: ‘‘We claim and believe that as 
members of the public we are entitled to 
fish in the tidal waters. We understand that 
only the defendants in the action were re- 
strained from fishing in the River Moy, and 
we believe that other members of the public 
were in no way restrained or enjoined by the 
‘Court from fishing in the river.” 

Mr. Justice Johnston said that there was 
never any order made against these seven 
men. ? 

Mr. Jelictt said that that was so, but at 
the same time they were not entitled to 
entirely ignore the order of the Court in the 
Fea action, and to do what the de- 
endants were expressly restrained from doing.

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á HE Phoenix Hall, the new building for 
Hospitals’ Trust, Ltd., erected at 
the back of the Exchequer street premises, 
was formally named by the Lord Mayor 
of Dublin yesterday (a report of the pro- 
ceedings will be found on another page). 

The new hall is a steel-framed building, 
with enclosing walls of mass concrete. It 
consists of a large hall, 122’ 6” long x 57’ 
wide, and is so arranged that it can be 
used for the purpose of large meetings, 
and the possibility of erecting a stage at 
some future date has been. borne in mind 
in designing the building. Additional 
lavatory accommodation has been provided 
so that it will be available quite distinct 
and apart from that at present in use in 
connection with Hospitals’ Trust Office. 
Exit facilities have been provided to 
comply with Corporation requirements 
should the hall be used for public 
assembly. 

The hall has been so arranged as to 
permit of top lighting, which can be 
illuminated at night-time in such a 
manner(| as to give the effect of daylight. 
Adequate cross-lighting and ventilation 
has been assured by the provision of clere- 
story windows, situated at a height of 21 
feet over the floor. 

The height of the building from the floor 
to the eaves is 25 feet, and from the floor 
to the apex of the lantern is 45 feet. 

On the Exchequer street side of 
the hall columns have been inserted so as 
to enable the hall to be added to on this 
side at some future date, should it be so 
desired. -The possibility of installing 
conditioned air apparatus at a future date 
has also been borne in mind. 

The building rests on an 18-inch re- 
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| inforced-concrete foundation, in which 
rapid hardening cement was used so as to 
enable the superstructure to be erected 
at the highest possible speed. Rapid- 
hardening cement was also used in the 
walls. . 

Messrs. Robinson and Keefe, architects, 
Merrion square, received instructions to 
plan this building at 12 noon on Wednes- 
day, the 24th April, while the fire in the 
Plaza, Middle Abbey street, was still 
blazing. Plans were completed by the 
morning of the 25th April, and contracts 
were placed with Messrs. Smith and Pear- 
son for the erection of the steel frame- 
work, and with Messrs. Murphy, Bros., for 
the building. 


12 noon on Sunday, the 5th May, or in 
exactly ten days from the date the con- 
tract was placed. This must be nearly a 
record in steelwork fabrication and 
erection, for which the firm concerned de- 
serve the greatest credit. 

The builders, Messrs. Murphy Bros.. 
started carting material on to the ground 
on 24th April, and simultaneously 
removing excavated material from the site. 
By day and night their men continued the 
work of laying floor and building walls 
without ceasing, until on Sunday, May 12, 
the lavatory block was put in hands, and 
each. shift of men paid off, the entire work 
of building the new hall being completed 
by the last shift at six o’clock on Monday 
morning, May 13th. 

The work was carried on in three shifts 
of eight hours each, each shift consisting 
of from 80 to 100 men. All the men

Murphy and Mr. Gus Murphy, whose 
wonderful organising ability and weil- 
equipped workshops made the job possible. 

The architects were constantly on the 
job, supervising erection, and solving any 
of the minor problems which +rose during 
the course of the work. 

The building is in every sense a perma- 
nent one, and the only feature of it which 
might be described as temporary is the 
roof-covering, but this is part of the 
finished building, and will be left to do 
duty under the slates, should they come 
to be put on. 

The Lion brand rapid-hardening cement 
was exclusively used for the walls of the 
superstructure. Messrs. Chas. Tennant 
and Co. (I.F.S.), Ltd., 1, 2, á Westmore- 
land street, Dublin, are the sole con- 
cessionaires for the Irish Free State. 

All timber used in the construction of 
the building was supplied by Messrs. W.

The Hon. Albert George Ogilvie, K.C., 
LL.B., the Premier of Tasmania, who 
arrived in Dublin last night, is the son 
‘of a Scottish father and an Irish mother. 
She. was a native of Navan. Since his 
arrival in Europe Mr. Ogilvie, who has 
been leader of the Labour Party. im 
Tasmania since 1929, considers that the 
cost of living and conditions are better on 


the Australian Continent than in these 
parts. Out of a population of 7,000,000 
they have about 300,000 unemployed, 


These they are gradually absorbing in the 
construction of railroads and buildings. 
Due to the exertions of the Australian 
Labour Party the minimum wage fixed is 
£3 6s. a week. Widows’ pensions and 
other humanitarian works have been 
achieved by Labour during the past twenty 
years. In his time—and he is only about 
40—Mr. Ogilvie has been Minister of 
Education and Minister of Mines. He was 
first elected for the Franklin division with 
the second highest majority under the 
Hare Clark P.R. system in 1919. Prior 


to that he had devoted his time to an ex- 


, tensive practice in criminal jurisdiction.

Mrs. Ogilvie, who before her marriage, 
was Miss Dorothy Hines, of Melbourne, 
is also of Irish extraction. She has devoted 
a great deal of energy to welfare work in 
Tasmania. and is interested in Bush 
nursing, which is one of the best careers 
she states for women at the Antipodes, 
During their trip to Europe the Premier 
and Mrs. Ogilvie and their 15-year-old 
daughter, Pat, had a fifteen-minute inter- 
view with the Pope, who presented them 
with mother o’ pearl and silver rosaries. 
They are accompanied by Dr. Gaha, who 
is Minister for Health in the Tasmanian 
Ministry, and is, by the way, a graduate 
of Trinity College, Dublin. 


Cherry Time in Japan 


The recent” earthquake destruction of 
the. beautiful Island of Formosa reminds 
me that this is cherry time in Japan. It 
is from cherry time that the Mujako 
Odori, or Cherry Dance, receives its in- 
spiration. This dance is one of the sights 
of Japan.and always attracts hundreds of 
visitors to Kyoto. In it all the most 
select Geishas of Gion take part. In all, 
the staff engaged in putting the Mujako 
Odorí across includes 32 dancers, 12 
singers, 5 hand-drummers, and other 
actors to the number of of 56. Originally 
promoted by a woman, the Mujako Odori 
was afterwards run by the most famous 
tea-house in Japan, encouraged by the 
Governor of Kyoto. It dates back to 1872, 
the year that Japan launched her first 
exhibition. 


Felicia Hemans 


A hundred years have passed by since 
the highly gifted and long-suffering 
Felicia Dorothea Hemans died in Dublin, 
and was buried in St. Ann’s Church im 
Dawson strect, wherein a commemorative 
tablet bears her own written epitaph: 
‘Calm en the bosom of thy God, 

Fair spirit rest thee now! 
Even while with us thy footsteps trode. 
His seal was on thy brow.”’ 

Blackwood’s Magazine—to which journal 
Mrs. Hemans regularly contributed, from 
her “ Stanzas on the Death of Princess 
Charlotte,’ in 1818, to he “ Sabbath 
Sonnet.”” which she*dictatéd When on her 
death bed, in Nó. 20 Dawson street—con- 
sidered her to be the * brightest orna- 
ment ” in the Poesy of her time. Con- 
structionally. her writings divide them. 
selves naturally into two distinct series— 
the first, following the more classical] 
model. being distinguished from the 
romentic, gorgeous richness of lancuaze 
in which her maturer compositions are set. 
“The Forest Sanctuary ” is, I think, her

best poem of any length; but her shorter 
pieces were the most popular, and many 
of these—like ‘‘ The Better Land,” “ The 
Tempest,’ and ‘‘ The Treasures of the 
Deep ’’—long since became standard 
English lyrics. 


Hemans, Scott and Wordsworth 


A native of Liverpool, who spent most 


of her lifetime in Wales, Felicia Hemans 
journeyed extensively through England 


and Scotland, where she visited William | 


Wordsworth and Sir Walter Scott ; but in 


her later years she lived mostly in Dublin, 


with occasional visits to Woodstock and 
Hermitage, near Kilkenny. ‘‘ Songs of 
Spain ” and “ Songs of a Guardian Spirit’”’ 
were composed at No. 36 St. Stephen’s 
Green, to where she had moved, “‘ having 
suffered greatly from noise’’ in Upper 
Pembroke street. There, too, she pub- 
lished her “ National Lyrics,” which in- 
cludes ‘‘ The Rhine Song of the German 
Soldiers.”’ “ It was,” she wrote, “ that de- 
scription of the noble Rhine scene which 
interested me more than any part of Sir 
Walter’s conversation.” Mrs. Hemans 
entered very little into Dublin society, for 
not many were congenial to her tastes and 
habits; but she became really attached to 
the household circles of the Graves family, 
Dr. and Mrs. Percival, and Sir William 
Rowan Hamilton. Biographical commen- 
tators agree that Felicia Hemans gained 
extensive stores of new thought by a pro- 
found study of Wordsworth, to whom 
afterwards she dedicated ‘‘ The Funeral 
Day of Sir Walter Scott.” The closing 
lines of ‘‘ On a Scene in the Dargle ' may 
be quoted as an apt ending to a brief 
memoir of their author: 
“ Then full of kindness let thy music be, 
Singing repose to every troubled thought.”’ 


‘WCiss Dorothy Grifhth 


I see Miss Dorothy Griffith has won 
the Plunket Greene Cup outright this 
week at the Feis Ceoil. Miss Griffith, 
who is the granddaughter of Sir John 
Griffith, of Rathmines Castle, is a success 
in every line she adopts. Personally, I 
always associate her with lacrosse and 
madrigal ainzing. She is really the 
pioneer of lacrosse in the Free State, for 
she started the game here in 1925 after 
she left Rugby College. At that time it 
was only in its infancy in English schools. 
Thanks to her initiative, lacrosse is now 
established firmly in Dublin. This is all 
to the good, .or there is no doubt that 
lacrosse is the women’s’ game of the 
future. Also due to Miss Griffith’s efforts, 
we have had a few delightful entertain- 
ments here in recent times through‘ the 
medium of madrigals.

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LINEN GUILD’S GOOD 
WORK 


VICE-PRESIDENT AT 
ANNUAL MEETING 


———_@——_—_ 


The Minister for Local Government and 
Public Health (Mr. Sean T. O’Kelly) was 
present at the annual meeting of the National 
Maternity Hospital Linen Guild, held at the 
hospital, Holles street, yesterday, at which 
the Countess of Fingall presided. 

The annual report was read by the Hon. 
Secretary of the Guild, Mrs. McGrath, in 
which it was stated that, as the new hospital 
would be so much larger than the old one, 
so also would the demand on the resources 
of the Linen Guild be greater. The Com- 
mittee, therefore, appealed for more support 
from the public to enable it to carry on the 
work, 

During the year 1,663 articles and garments 
were cut out and made up by the Guild. 
Apart from the sewing, ack time was given 
to marking, sorting and packing the 0,575 
articles made by the sewing members for the 
new hospital. The policy of the Guild was 
to purchase articles and materials of Iris 
manufacture wherever possible. 

In moving that the report be adopted, the 
Minister for Local Government and Public 
Health said that he would have felt some 
diffidence in accepting the invitation to come 
there if he were not convinced that they 
were co-operators in the very best sense with 
him in helping in the work of the National 
Maternity Hospital. Their Guild was one of 
the many outposts of the living spirit of 
charity and good works, and, ag such, its 
call was one’ to which anyone sensible of the 
needs of the poor must respond. 

The old private system of the. late 
eighteenth il early nineteenth centuries was 
now almost forgotten, but, with all its 
faults, it should be judged kindly. It gave 
them the nucleus of the present well organised 
system of dispensaries and medical charities 
for the poor. 


THE SPIRIT OF CHARITY 


He congratulated the founders. in their 
happy selection of a name for the society, 
In its name—a guild—they had brought te 
life the true medieval spirit of charity, 
which sought no reward other than the 
satisfaction that the needs of the poor were 
being served. 

Concluding, the Minis‘er said that other 
opportunities would arise for the discussion 
of hospital matters generally, but he could 
not resist the temptation to tell them that he 
viewed with warm approbation a recommen- 
dation, just received by him, that the addi- 
tions to the hospital, which would involve 
60 more beds, should be proceeded with 
immediately. 

Dr. Alec Spain seconded the Minister’s 
motion that the annual report be adopted, 
and it was passed unanimously.

Guild was worthy of support, and the motion 
was passed with applause,

CONDITIONS OF 
EMPLOYMENT BILL 


DUBLIN CHAMBER OF 
COMMERCE 


A special sub-committee appointed by the 
Council of the Dublin Chamber of Com- 
merce. considered the Conditions of Employ- 
ment Bill yesterday afternoon, and has 
issued the following statement :— 

The bill will repeal the present hours and 
holidays regulations under the Tactory 
Acts, and will outline the powers of the 
Minister for Industry and Commerce for the 
regulation of all forms of ‘‘ indystrial work, ' 
leaving the Minister to specify the forms of 
industrial work to which particular regula- 
tions apply. 

The forms of industrial work which will 
be affected are set out in Section 3 of the 
bill, and include—inter alia—warehousing 
goods, but exclude agricultural, commercial 
and domestic work, and also mining, 

The expression ‘‘agricultural work” 
means the work of any farm or garden or 
of forestry, and includes any form of 
industrial work done as part of the work of 
a farm or garden for tle purpose of carry- 
ing on the business thereof, and for no 
other purpose. i 
The expression ‘commercial work 
means work of a clerical mature, the work 
of overseeing, directing and managing 1n- 
dustrial: work, or work. done for or in con- 
nection with the sale, wholesale or retail, of 
any article. ae 
The expression ‘‘ domestic work includes 
the work of preparing food in any hotel or 
restaurant, if the food so prepared is in- 
tended only for consumption in such hotel 

or restaurant. 

An analysis of the bill has been prepared, 
from ‘which the provisions of the bill can be 
easily assimilated.

its construction, the contractors for the 

new Phoenix Hall in Exchequer street, 
handed their work over to Hospitals’ Trust. 
Ltd., when, the hall was formally opened by 
the Lord Mayor of Dublip yesterday. 

The’ erection of this building became neces- 
sary owing to the burning of the Plaza, and 
its rapid construction is regarded by all con- 
cerned as a striking example of what can be 
done by Irish firms and Irish workmen. 
Workers’ were engaged: in three eight-hour 
shifts from the time that the contract was 
taken in hand, and from 80'to 100 men were 
engaged on each shilt. 

r, John P. MacAvin, Director, Hospitals 
Trust, Ltd., presided at yesterday s function. 
In welcoming the: Lord Mayor and other 
guests, he said that they were assembled in 
u palatial hall, the site of which only three 
weeks ago was what could be termed a waste 


piece of land. 


FROM THE ASHES 


When the’ great upset of the Plaza oc- 
curred, Mr. Joseph McGrath, Managing Di- 
rector of the Hospitals’ Trust, conceived the 
idea of that hall. When watching the fire, 
Mr. McGrath summoned Mr. Robinson, of 
Messrs. Robinson and Keeffe’s, architects, 
and Mr. George Geraghty. Clerk of Works 
to Hospitals’ Trust | Contracts were placed 
the same evening with Messrs. Murphy Bros., 
the builders, and Messrs, Gmith and Pearson, 


- who were responsible for the steel work. 


Preparations for building were started that 
evening, and they were to call it the Phenix. 
It rose from the ashes of the Plaza, and it 
rose with a promptitude that reflected credit 
on the efficiency and capacity of organisation 
that had characterised the work of the Hos- 
pitals’ Trust from its foundation. 


He paid special tribute to the Dublin 
workingmen who threw every ounce of 
skill and labour into the quick _ per- 
formance of that gigantic task; to the 


urchitects and engineers who planned the 
work, and above all, to the courage and far- 
seeing mind of Mr. Joseph MoGrath. 


DIMENSIONS OF HALL 


Mr. Robinson, of Messrs. Robinson and 
Keeffe, architects, then described the Phoenix 
Hall, A stee!-framed building, enclosing walls 
of mass concrete, it consists of a large hall, 
122 feet 6 inches long by 57 feet wide, and is 
so arranged that it can be used for the 
purpose of large meetings. The height of 
the building from the floor to the eaves 1s 
25 feet, and from the floor to the apex is 
45 feet.. The steel framework was completed 
within’ ten days and the building within 19 
days of the contract being placed.

Mr. J. J. Murphy, of Murphy Brothers, 
thanked the adjoiming owners of land and 
premises for facilities which enabled them 
to get on with the job. He also thanked the 
workmen employed. 

Mr. Wilson, of Messrs. Smith and Pearson, 
Ltd., thanked the Hospitals’ Trust for giving 
Irish contractors an opportunity of showing 
what they could do. A _ tribute must also 
be given to the excellent tradesmen who had 
been engaged in the work, and without whom 
the contractors would be nowhere. Three 
firms had co-operated in getting through the 
work, and, although about 300 men had been 
enployed, there had not been a single 
accident. He thought they had shown that 
America had no monopoly of hustle. 


WHAT IRISHMEN CAN DO 


The Lord Mayor, in naming the hall the 
Phenix Hall, congratulated the Hospitals’ 
Trust on a great achievement. They had 
again shown the world what Irishmen were 
capable of doing in a very big way. Within

Sm,—There is a party in Ireland which 
uses the names Loyalist and Imperialist as 
terms of reproach; as if one could not be a 
good Irishman and a Loyalist and Imperialist 
at the same time.

In the course of the Budget statement last | 


year, said Mr. MacEntee, 1 ventured to esti- 
mate that the revenue for the year 1954-55, 
after allowing for substantial tax reductions, 
would be about £28.2352.000; 
expenditure, after making due allowance ior 
the factor of over-estimation and, for all 
contingencies in the way of new and addi- 
tional services and unforeseen expenditure, 
would be about £35,442,000, of which we 
proposed to borrow, if necessaty, on account 
of capital expenditure, local loans and other 
advances, and export bounties and subsidies, 
£7,212,750. 

The revenue, tax and non-tax, actually 
collected for the year amounted to 
£28,770,688, exceeding our expectations by 
over £538,000, while expenditure at 
£31.203,499 .was less than we had appre- 
hended by over £4,238,000. As a conse- 
quence the amount which we were called 
upon to borrow for capital works, for export 
bounties and subsidies, and for local loans 
and other advances was £2,432,811 as against 
the prospective figure of £7,212,750 to which 
[ have already referred. These are. striling 
figures, and show clearly that last year’s 
sudget was a sound Budget. The country 
may, therefore, congratulate itself upon a 
year in which revenue was greater, borrowing 
lighter, and expenditure less than there was 
reason to anticipate. 

I should like to emphasise that the satis- 
factory results obtained were not dué to any 
unjustifiable deferment of expenditure on 
the part of the Government. It is true that 
the introduction of the Widows and Orphans 
Pensions Bill was delayed, and that the out- 
lay which we anticipated in connection with 
it did not arise, but that was due solely to 
difieulties which were experienced in draft- 
ing the measure and in working out its com- 
plicated financial provisions. On the other 
hand, any saving which accruéd because of 
the .delay was off-set more than threefold 
by the increase of £893,000 which we were 
able to make in the original provision for 
export bounties and subsidies. The whole 
of this additional sum was provided out of 
taxation. 


LESS FROM CUSTOMS 


Tt may be opportune at this stage to refer 
briefly to the more significant features of 
the tax yield, As the Dail is aware, the 
principal sources of tax revenue may be 
divided into three categories. Of these the 
first in order of magnitude is Customs duties, 
from which we derived £9,438,000—that is, 
£251,000 less than the preceding year, but, 
nevertheless, £587,000 more than we had 
estimated for. On the other hand, the second 
great category, comprising the Excise duties, 
at £5,555,000 fell short of the estimate by 
£21.000: but this was compensated for by 
the vield from the Inland Revenue, consisting 
mainly of taxes upon income and property, 
which at £7%11,000 exceeded the estimate by 


In connection with the Inland Revenue 
figures, however, I should mention that two 
notable short-falls in the yield from the 
income taxes and estate and similar duties 
were only partially compensated for by the 
prolific yield from stamp duties, and that it 
is ultimately te a substantial. increase in the 
returns from excess profits duty and corpara-

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We come now to the £78,254 which has 
been repaid on account of the Dail Eireann 
External Loan. That is a debt which was 
contracted by the Irish people almost, fifteen 
years ago. The bonds covering it, which are 
held mainly in the United States of America, 
have been accepted by the Oireachtas as an 
interest-bearing obligation of the State. In 
redeeming them out of moneys botrowed 
here we are not creating new debt, but are 
merely converting an external into an internal 
loan. There can be no question but that we 
are entitled to borrow for that purpose. 

The expenditure under the Damage to 
Property (Compen: .tion) Acts is an expendi- 
ture occasioned by the circumstances under 
which the State came into being, and las 
always been regarded as a capital item. 

There remains the sum of £3,079,172 which 
was expended last year in the payment cf 
export bounties and subsidies. That this 
charge is exceptional in magnitude is un- 
deniable. That it has been incurred in circum- 
stances that are special and transitory we all 
hope and believe. In so far as we proposed 
last year to borrow one ahd a half million 
pounds towards it, we have provided for the 
ultimate repayment of that amount by the 
creation of an adequate sinking fund in 
respect of the loan. 

We have also as additional security for its 
repayment an Exchequer asset in the sha 
of the funded annuities due in respect of the 
three half-yearly gales which accrued prior 
to January, 1934, all of which, of course, will 
be eventually collected by the Exchequer. 
Again, therefore, according to the normal 
canon, we are entitled, if need be, to borrow 
that £1,500,000 to meet a fair part of. the 
cost of the export bounties and subsidies, so 
long .as a provision for these services is 
necessitated by the very exceptional circum- 
stances in which we find ourselves, 


SURPLUS OF £122,443 


The items to which I have referred amount 
in the aggregate to £2,555,254. Deducting 
this sum from the gross expenditure of 
£31,203,499, we have left £28,648,245. against 
which we have a revenue of £28,770,688, 
leaving a surplus of £122,443. 

Some may say, however, that too mach 
reliance cannot be placed upon the results 
of one year, and that it is the long run ten- 
dency which is important.

After writing off losses in the Industrial

STOCK EXCHANGE 
COMPARISON 


So far from providing this amount, the 
British Smking Fund contributions, after 
reaching a maximum of £67,000,000 in 1930-31, 
last year were just under’ £20,000,000— 
that is to wf since 1931 there has been 
what Yhe Times in a recent editorial 
described as ‘‘the virtual suspension of the 
Siai ing Fund.” And yet, if we examine the 
Dublin Stock Exchange quotations for the 
comparable stocks of the two Governments, 
we ting that, whereas the British 34 per cent. 
Conversion Loan stands consistently at be- 
tween 102 and 112, Irish 34 per cent. 
National Loan rarely tops 98. By every 
criterion of value and soundness the Irish 
stock cannot be regarded as inferior to that 
of Great Britain, and yet our own people 
value it lower than the British people vaiue 
theirs. The reason, I think, is clear. 

Ali sections in Great Britain vie with each 
other in inculcating confidence in the public 
finances. There everyone realises that to 
impair the public faith in the credit of the 
State is not good patriotism, ner even good 
politics, and there would be short shrift for 
the politician or the party which acted in 
the contrary spirit. Our neighbours have had 
long experience in financial administration, 
They are proud of their achievements in that 
domain. They hold their reputation in that 
regard as a great asset of their people, and 
when, three and a half years ago, they were 
overtaken by adversity they turned; not to 
ascribe the blame to one another, but to 
join with each other in a united effort to 
retrieve lost ground. In 1932, less than one 
year after the crisis of September, 1931, they 
carried through, triumphantly, the greatest 
conversion operation the world has seen. 
Its success was a manifestation both of their 
patriotism and common sénse. 


| FREE STATE’S OPPORTUNITY 


Our people will have an opportunity this 
year to prove that they, too, are in no way 
deficient in thése qualities, The first National 
Loan was issued in 1923 upon terms which 
were stiff, as in the circumstances in which 
the issue was made it was not unnatural 
they should be. They imposed a heavy bur- 
den on my predecessor's Budgets, as they 
have done on mine. Of the total amount of 
£1,179,317 paid last ne in respect of in- 
terest on the National Loans, the first Loan 
accounted for £376,255, arid of the £620,769 
allocated to sinking funds £373,745 was in 
respect of this Loan also. 

he opportunity of converting the Loan to 
an issue upon more favourable terms will 
present itself on the Ist December next; for 


the Government may give notice to call the 
Loan at that date. We are in control of 
sufficient resources to enable us to undertake 
the operation with every prospect of success, 
provided we are assured of the co-operation of 
all sections in the Oireachtas, a co-operation 
which I am sure will not be withheld. 

The conversion operation will, I believe, 
mark a turning point in the financial history 
of the State. 
commensurate with what has been done else- 
where, but in one respect it may be unique. 
For I am not aware of a new State under- 
taking to repay and convert its first public 
loan at the earliest possible opportunity. 

If the conversion is carried through success- 
fully, it will be a triumph for all parties in 
the continuing benefits and advantages, of 
which not merely we who are here, but all 
who come after us, whether it be in Govern- 
ment or Opposition, will share. We shall 
have taken a very great step indeed to place 
the credit of this State where it ought to be— 
as high as any in Europe—and that will re- 
present substantial savings in every coming 
year to the taxpayer. 


PUBLIC SERVICES 


We come now to consider the provisions 
which must be made for the public services 
during the year. The White Paper setting 
forth the estimate of receipts and expenditure 
has been circulated to the House, and indi- 
cates that this year the Central Fund ser- 
vices will require £5,049,290 and the supply 
services £29,507,710. 

The figure for the Central Fund includes 
the sum of £450,000 required in further repay- 
ment of the Dail Eireann External Loan. As 
this is, in fact, a conversion operation, the 
necessary funds for it will be raised by borrow- 
ing, so that the amount represented by it 
may be deducted from the comprehensive 
figure, leaving £4,599,290 as the draw which 
the Central Fund services are likely to make 
on revenue. 


AGRICULTURE AND LOCAL 


LOANS 


The figure for supply includes the sum of 
£1,330, for the service of the account in 
the Exchequer, which was customarily known 
and referred to as ' Local Loans.” Jn pur- 
suance of. the Act recently passed by the 
Oireachtas this account has been wound up. 
The provision of local loans will thus no 
longer be a charge upon the vote for supply, 
but. will be undertaken by the Local Loans 
Fund, to which, as 1 have already said, we 
have transferred assets to the value of not 
less than £11,500,000. 

A similar position exists in regard to the 
greater part of the sum of £300,000; which, | 
under sub-head 0.9, is included in the esti- 
mate for the Department of Agriculture for 
the payment of bounties on home-grown mill- 
able wheat. When I mention, in passing, 
that the amount provided for last year's

DEAN OF BELFAST’S 
MOTION 


The Dean of Belfast moved: ‘* That in 
accordance with the resolution passed by 
Committee of the Church of 
Ireland and the Presbyterian Church in

Ireland on reunion on January 29th, 


1934, the General Synod of the Church 


of Ireland declare that: 


“ Without prejudice to the convictions 


held by either Church as to the preferable 
forms and methods of administering the 
rite of ordination and the sacraments of 
the Church, 

‘* And without prejudice to any future 
arrangements that may -be mutually 
agreed upon, 

‘The Church of Ireland fuily and freely 
recognises, as_a basis for further progress 
towards union, the validity, efficacy and 
spiritual reality of both ordination and 
sacraments as administered in the Pres- 
byterian Church.” 


DR. GREGG’S POINT 


Before the resolution was proposed, the 
Archbishop of Dublin submitted that to 
éffect the recognition required the Synod 
must pass a resolution this year by a two- 
thirds majority, followed next year by a 
bill passed by a two-thirds majority. 

The Primate consulted Lord Justice 
Best, and announced: ‘‘ He advises me 
that, in his opinion, this does hot involve 
the consequences which the Archbishop 
of Dublin fears; that it is not really in 
any sensé an alteration in our standards 
of doctrine or of discipline. It merely 
intends to express a view on the nature of 
the orders and doctrine of another Church, 
without in any way altering our own.” 

(The announcement was greeted with 
loud applause by a considerable seetion of 
the Synod. ) : 

The Archbishop of Dublin-I bow ‘to 

' your ruling, but under protest, and I-shall 
see that the matter is brought further. I 
give notice accordingly. (Applause from 
another section of the Synod, and cries of 
“ Hear, hear.’’) 

Lord Justice Best—I must protest 
against His Grace the Archbishop of 
Dublin standing up in the Synod and dis- 
puting my ruling, or the ruling of His 
Grace the President on my advice. 
(“ Hear, hear.’’) There is a way known 
to His Grace by which the matter can be 
questioned, but it 1s not the proper way 
to stand up in the Synod and make a 
speech to give his reasons. 

The Dean of Belfast said that it should 
not be necessary to emphasise that there 
was no question befere them concerning 
the episcopal constitution of the Church. 
The very fact that they had so many 
bishops on their Joint Committee made 
such an idea ridiculous. He had never 
found any member of the Church, no 


matter how eccentric, who advocated 
tampering with the basis of bishops, 


priests and deacons. To each and all of

Further, 
there were-not wanting remarkable evi- 


dences that this was recognised by non- 
Episcopal Churches. What the resolution 
did involve was simply the recognition 
that their Presbyterian brethren, when 
they came to the Table of the Lord in 
obedience to His command, received the 
fulness of His sacramental blessing. Could 
they doubt that for one moment? Surely 
this Synod could not hesitate to declare 
its thankful acquiescence. 

It might be said: “ Why need they make 
such a declaration?’’ The history of their 
discussions explained that. In April, 
1932, a motion was on the agenda declar- 
ing that both Churches should agree to 
recognise that the Lord’s Supper, as 
celebrated in either Church, was the 
sacrament instituted by Christ. This was 
objected to by some of the Church of Ire- 
land delegates. The Presbyterians, quite 
naturally, and, he considered, inevitably, 
declined to go on if their sacraments 
were thus branded as invalid, and not 
what Christ appointed. Would they confer 
with the Charch that similarly denied 
the genuineness of their sacraments / 

“ Remember,” said the Dean, ' it was 
this Synod that initiated the conferences. 
So. as a condition of further negotiation, 
it was required that each Church defini- 
tely and unmistakably accept the full 
authenticity of the other’s orders and sac- 
raments. We can confer on no other 
basis. A self-respecting Church, possess- 
ing a carefully-guarded ministerial succes- . 
sion. could not -enter. into negotiations if

Later it was learned that at about four 

.m, the Duke’s boat, in which were the 
Duke and two gillies—Michael Coughlan 
and William, Flynn—was being held 
stationary in the river some distance from 
the bank when a heavily-built man 
appeared on the riverside opposite to it. 
The gillies noticed that he wore a cloth 
cap, which was pulled far down on his 
eyes, and a mask covered his upper 
features. | 

He shouted to the two men, and asked 
them if that was the Duke’s boat, and if 
the Duke was in it, to. which the men 
replied “ yes ” in each case, 

On hearing their replies, the man drew 
a revolver from his pocket, and pointed :t 
at Coughlan and Flynn, and told them to 
have the Duke “' off ’’ by the eight o'clock 
train, or else ‘‘ they ” would come for him. 


POLICE INFORMED 


The man then walked away and entered 
a wood near the spot at which he had first 
appeared. Shortly after he entered the 
wood a shot was heard. The Duke then 
sent one of the gillies to Fermoy to inform 
the Civic Guards of the matter. . 

The shot was heard at Careysville, the 
Duke’s residence, where the Duke arrived 
last Saturday for a fishing holiday. 

Lord Charles Cavendish, the Duke's 
son, who lives in Lismore Castle, some 
distance from Careysville, heard of the 
occurrence shortly afterwards, and went to 
Careysville and drove the Duke in his 
motor car to the castle. 

The Duke had only paid one or two other 
visits to his Fermoy property in the course 
of this year.

' DUNDALK, Wednesday, 
FE LABORATE precautions were taken 

by police and military to guard Dun- 
dalk Courthouse this morning, when four 
young Dundalk men were brought from 
Dublin, where they had been remanded, 
to be charged with the murder of Mrs. — 
Frances McGrory, an old woman of 70 
years of age. Mrs. McGrory died after a 
bomb had been flung into her house on a 
Sunday evening in February of 1934. 
Forty Civic Guards were on duty, as 
well as a detachment of.military. The 
military carried rifles, and some of the 
special patrol of Civic Guards were armed 
with Thompson machine-guns. All ap- 
proaches to the Courthouse were guarded, 
and admission to the Court was strictly 
reserved to persons with business. 
The four men charged are :-— 
James Finegan, of Castletown road. 
Thomas Walsh, Long avenue. 
Richard Goss, Long avenue, and 
Bernard Murphy, Hill street. 
Finegan is at present a prisoner in 
Arbour Hill Barracks, where he is serv- 
ing a term of imprisonment imposed by 
the Military Tribunal for the illegal pos- 
session of arms. The other three men 
were arrested in their homes at midnight 
last week, and have since been in prison 
in Mountjoy Jail. 


A SCENE 


The four prisoners were placed in the 
dock this morning, and when District Jus- 
tice Goff took his place on the bench the 
prisoners remained seated. The Justice 
ordered them to stand up. They declined 
to move, and were placed on their feet by 
Civic Guards beside them. : 
The four of them were charged with the 
murder of Mrs. Frances McGrory. When 
the charge was made none of them made 
any reply. k 

Superintendent McDonagh, who pro- 
secuted, said that he intended asking for 
a remand that day, and he did not, propose 
offering any evidence at this stage. The 
| file in the case was not nearly completed. 
At present, he said, there was only a 
charge cf murder preferred, and he 
believed that additional charges would be 
preferred at a later hearing. He expected 
that he would not be able to complete the 
file for a fortnight, and he would have - 
to ask for a remand. 

Replying to the Justice, he stated that 
there would be ten or-fifteen witnesses to 
be called, 


SILENT PRISONERS 


Sergeant Rahilly verified a deposition 
already made in the case, and stated that 
when charged béfore a Peace Commissioner 
Murphy stated that, “as a soldier of the 
Irish Republican Army, he refused to 
recognise any Court set up by the new 
Imperial British junta.” 

When the sergeant’s evidence had been 
completed the prisoners were asked if they 
had anything to say." All four leaned on 
the rails of the dock and niade no reply. 

_ The Justice then remanded the prisoners 
In custody. 

The four of them were placed in a 
military tender at the rear of the court- 
house, where a considerable crowd had 
gathered outside the railings. Friends and 
relatives shook ‘hands with them. One of 
ie risoners kept shouting: “Join the 
I.R.A.” and “ There's de Valera for you.” 
“There was no other demonstration, and 
the lorry moved off towards Dublin.

The Times observes to-day in an 
editorial article: Signor Mussolini’s speech 
in the Senate on Tuesday showed little 
sign of that moderation for which all the 
| world had hoped, but a good deal of his 
rhetoric was directed against the sugges- 
tion that other countries—notably Great 
Britain and France—should intervene in 
the dispute between him and the Emperor 
of Ethiopia. There is, in point of fact, 
no present intention of making the sort of 
formal diplomatic intervention which 
would be so resented by Signor Mussolini, 
any more than there is the slightest inten- 
tion on the part of either France or. Great 
Britain to encourage Ethiopia in an 
attitude of resistance. But the right of 
consultation between them and the Italian 
Government is both implicit in general 
acts, such as the Covenant of the 
seague, and explicit in special treaties 
relating to Ethiopia. Signor Mussolini 
has on other occasions shown a keen desire 
that the same two countries should bind 
themselves to immediate consultation with 
Italy, both in Europe and in Africa, and 
just such consultation is actually enjoined 
upon them in the agreement of 1906 relat- 
ing to Ethiopia. Diplomatic conversations 
are, in any case, taking place, and it is 
very satisfactory that the Italian Govern- 
ment have now named their two members 
of the Conciliation Commission which is 


to be set up in accordance with the terms 


of the Italo-Ethiopian Treaty of 1928. 
The efforts of Great Britain and France, 
which are both fully entitled by treaty 
to make their opinions known, must be 
directed to promoting every method. of 
finding a peaceful settlement at Geneva, 
The terms of reference of the Conciliation 
Commission will have to be determined, 
and it is clearly most important to secure 
the early assembly of that body even, if 
contrary to Ethiopian wishes, it is only to

At the forenoon session Lord Justice Best 


‘The Synod has considered the report of 


the Joint Committee presented to the | 
General Synod, 1934, and—has noted its 
contents with interest. It has also had 
opportunity to consider the report of the 
Committee appointed by the Archbishop of 


Canterbury to confer with representatives of 
the Church of Scotland. It has also learned 
the condition prescribed by the General 
Assembly of June 6th, 1934, for the repre- 
sentatives of the Assembly to engage in 
further discussion on the subject of reunion 
in Ireland with representatives of the General 


Synod, It recognises, with regret, that 
approach to the question of reunion in 
Ireland along the lines of the ‘ Appeal to 


all Christian People,” Lambeth, 1920. or the 
Lambeth Resolution of 1930, offers no present 
prospect of success, and that further con- 
sideration of this important question must, 
accordingly, be deferred until more promising 
methods of approach present themselves.” 
The amendment, he said, would turn aside 


a direct vote upon the validity of another 
Church's Orders and Sacraments. The resolu- 
tion was in direct opposition to the Lambeth 
principle, which said: '' Ask no questions of 


the other Church. Give what you have, and 
take what they have.’’. They had been 
separated from the Presbyterian Church for 
400 years, and now they were proposing to 
give away the point which had been at issue 
for that period. 

Captain Verschoyle asked how could any- 
one describe as ‘‘ patronising’”’ TP resby- 
terians a resolution which had been drawn 
up by the Joint Committee, which was repre- 
sentative of the Presbyterian Church’? The 
resolution stated clearly what a lot of people 
had for a long time tacitly acknowledged. 
If-the Church of Ireland. was blind and deaf 
to the vision of Lambeth in 1920, as it had 
been blind and deaf so far, then it would 
inevitably run a very great danger of becom- 
ing a small, parochial, insular body, the 
antithesis of everything catholic. He said 
he was surprised that responsible persons 
should drag in the question of the recogni- 
tion of episcopacy—a red herring on á path 
already strewn with genuine obstacles. 

Dr. Oulton (T.C.D.) said that the proposed 
statement in the resolution was full oi 
obscurity and ambiguity. it would tend to 
promote disunion among themselves. He 
was in favour of the amendment. 


THE PRIMATE'’S VIEW 


The Primate then spoke on the floor of the 
House, the Bishop of Meath in the meantime 
occupying the chair. Dr. D'Arcy said that 
the Committee, which submitted to the Lam- 
beth Conference of 1920 the most important 
document on this subject ever issued (and of 
which Committee he was a member), put 
aside such terms as validity on account of 
their great ambiguity. The Conference con- 
sidered that the term “ spiritual reality” in- 
cluded all that was intended by the other 
words—validity and efficacy. 

He thought that their Presbyterian friends 
made a great mistake in putting in that word 
“ validity,’’ because it either meant what was 
expressed by “‘ efficacy and spiritual reality” 
or it simply meant that the Church of Ire- 
land should recognise the validity of the 
Presbyterian orders and sacraments within 
the Presbyterian system; and no person in 
the Synod could have any doubt on the 
latter point when he regarded the divine 
blessing upon the labour of the Presbyterians.

The Rev. W. H. Good moved the adop- 
tion of the report on the Church of Ireland 
Temperance Society. He said that in regard 
to strong drink things had improved very 
much, especially in Northern Ireland. 
Having been away for four years, he was 
gratified to find on his return to Northern 
Ireland that there was no publichouse open- 
ing on Sundays, and that no “spirit 
groceries’’ were allowed. For the present 
condition they had to thank the Northern 
Ireland Government, and also the good 
teaching in day and Sunday schools. 

The evil of stronz drink, he continued. 
was small when compared with the evil of 
gambling prevalent to-day, and if the Society 
could do anything to stem the tide of 
gambling it would be doing good work. 

Mr. J: Bird, seconding the motion, said 
that a great danger existed in the wide- 
Use use of slogans on hoardings and in 
the Press. There was no doubt whatever 
that this was part of the declared plan to 
obtain for strong drink 1.000.000 young 
men. One was startled at the callousness of 
what was called the “trade” to set out 
with such _deliberateness to capture the 
youth of this generation. He would strongly 
appeal to all who had any influence in the 
councils of the Church, or in school life. to 
have this subtle propaganda met by clear 
teaching for their oncoming generation. 

It was true, he went on, that drunkénness 
had decreased in the last thirty years. This 
was due first to the high cost of the article 
and secendly to the diminished purchasing 
power of the buyer. If they compared con- 
ditions five years ago with the present day 
there was a different story, and they would 
find that drunkenness was on the increase. 

Sir Robert Kennedy, K.C.V.0., said that 
the magistrates of Northern Ireland had only 
one object in view, and that was the adminis- 
tration of the law as 't now stood. The duty 
of the Government was to hring in amend- 
ments to the law, and not a destruction of 
the magistrates. 

The report was adopted. 


WIDOWS AND ORPHANS 


The report of the “Vidows’ and Orphans’ 
Fund Board was received and adopted. It 
was stated that it was hoped that every 
clergyman’s widow would have a total income 
of £100 a year. 

The Bishop of Kallaloe said that £10,000 
had been placed to reserve This was too 
much, and it 1seaut that widows and orphans 
would receive Jess than they would otherwise 
receive. The Church’s reserves were enormous 
when compared with these of the Presby- 
terian and Methodist Churches. They should 
not build up too large reserves for posterity, 
To do so showed lack of confidence in their 
laymen. 

Mr. W. E. Thrift asked the Bishop to wait 
until he heard the finamtial statement before 
going further into the matter.

The Bishop of Ossory moved that the re- 
port of the committee appointed to co-operate 
with the. committee a 2 Goss General 
Assembly of the Presbyterian Church in Ire- 
land be received and adopted, and that the 
committee be re-elected. 

He said that the committee dealt with 
questions of peace and war, unemployment, 
housing of the poor and queens of purity, 
ete, It was very fine that the Churches 
should have co-operated in fighting and in 
supporting the moral standatd. He referred 
to the Dublin Christian Council, and to the 
resignafion from it, on the of health, 
of the Dean of Christ Church, He said the 
Dean, from the beginning of his . clerical! 
career, had worked with great genius in all 
questions of social reform, citizenship, etc. 
Upon another matter in the report, ‘the re- 
vised statement concerning war,” the bishop 
said the statement submitted last year was 
found unacceptable by the Synod. The re- 
vised statement was almost identical with 
that made by the Lambeth Conference. It 
set forth that, “as a method of settling in- 


ternational disputes, war is incompatible 
with the mind and teaching of Our Lord.”’ 


Mr. F. B. Barton said that they had got 
to fight the war spirit, and not merely talk 
of how dreadful it was. 
s The discussion was adjourned at 2 p.m., 
when the Synod went into private session 
to consider “ the State of the Church.”

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HE MINISTER FOR POSTS AND 

« § TELEGRAPHS moved for £27,238 in 

the Dail last night for salaries and 

other expenses in connection with wireless 
broadcasting. 

He said that the amount of the estimate 
for the broadcasting service for 1955-56 was 
£40,838, as compared with £38,796 for 
1934-35, showing an increase of £2,042, which 
was mainly for the provision of programmes. 
The revenue from wireless receiving. licences 
last year amounted to about £34,000, show- 
ing an increase of about £7,500. Fees for 
advertisements and miscellaneous receipts 
amounted to £13,600, which showed a reduc- 
tion of £9,200 compared with the previous 
year. The general policy in regard to 
advertising programmes had been reviewed 
during the year, and the present policy was 
to accept only advertisements relating to 
Saorstat products and enterprises. This in- 
volved a reduction in revenue, but there 
were obvious objections on the grounds of 
national policy to the broadcasting of non- 
Saorstat advertisements from State stations, 

The total broadcasting revenue amounted 
to £47,600, and the direct expenditure out of 
votes amounted to about £47,500. The 
number of wireless licences issued last year 
was 66,200, which was an increase of 15,200 
over the previous year. The number of 
licences in the current year might reach 
76,000. The estimated revenue from licence 
fees in 1955-36 was £355,000, and from 
advertisements £16,000, but, if the. present 
rate of increase of licences continued, and if 
the receipts from advertiserhents were main- 
tained, the total revenue might reach about 
£50,000. 


THE PROGRAMMES 


“There has been a good deal of criticism of 
| the programmes,’’ the MINSTER said. “Much 
of this criticism is unreasonable and reflects 
only individual views, but, when criticism 
is constructive and helpful, it is always very 
sympathetically considered by the Director, 
and every possible effort is made, so far as 
circumstances allow, to meet the views: ex- 
pressed, if it appears that these represent 
the opinions of « considerable body of 
listeners, and that their adoption would be 
likely to improve the general standard of 
programmes. 

“There has been, in particular, much 
criticism of the broadcasting news service in 
the Press recently. The provision ‘of a 
satisfactory news service is, however, very 
difficult, owing to the fact that there was 
no general news collecting: and distributing 
agency in the Saorstat, and the cost of setting 
up a broadcasting news organisation through- 
out the country on the lines of a newspaper 
reporting service would be prohibitive. 

“ Efforts were made some years. ago to 
secure a news service through the newspapers, 
but a satisfactory arrangement could not be 
come to at the time. The whole question 
of the news is, however, being examined 
afresh, and it is hoped that in a short 
time an improved service will be given. 

‘*T have no hesitation,’’ the Minister said, 
“in asserting that there has been an all- 
round, steady, although admittedly slow, 
progress, both in the scope of the programmes 
and the general standard of their presenta- 
tion. I can only promise that special efforts 
will be made during the course of” the 
coming year to effect a considerable all-round 
improvement,”

The broadcasting station, to provide 
an efficient service, would have to set up an 
up-to-date news. department similar to that 
in a daily newspaper. The difficulty with 
regard to a news service in Irish would be 
that the news: would be sent in in English. 
If the proposal was found feasible it would 
be carried out. 

He agreed that there was need for general 
improvement, and every effort would be 
made to bring up the programmes to what 
they should be. 

In a leading article in the Zrish Times it 
was stated that the Post Office obtained more 
in licence fees than was expended. That was 
quite wrong. Between licence fees and 
advertisements they were about able to balance 
their revenue with expenditure. He would 
demand that. they would get as much money 
as was necessary to make the station what it 
should be.
